— Are not the eds of Mercury, Bark, Tin, 
Lead, of every entimonial preparation, and indeed 
of the moſt valuable Medicines, equally uncertain 8— 
and, ſurely, this demands our utmo/? attention, 
whoſe tranſcendent merits have been ſo lng and fo 


frequently acknowledged! The mal-adminiſt ration, 


and the conſequent mal ect, of any medicine, 
can be 12 argument whatever againſt its proper 
xſe, — 


Dr. Monro jultly obſerves, “like other 
active preparations of antimony, this Powder will 
ſometimes operate more wiolently than at hers, 
even when given in ſmall doſes ;” — but the effect 
may be frequently, perhaps, attributed to other 
cauſes, which probably is the reaſon why a large

In the early age of Fevers, particularly where 
there is an inflammatory Diathe/is, it is without a 
rival, when timely adminiſtered; and no judge 
of medicine will ever omit to throw in the Bark,

greateſt propriety and advantage. 


There are ſeveral antimonial preparations 
which are well known as ſub/itutes for the Pow- 
der of Dr. Jamts:; the principal of which are

Calx of An- 
timony about eleven. Bene miſceantur. 


2. The Antimonial Powder of Apothecaries' 
Hall. 


3. There is alſo a Powder, made by a Mr. 
BARTLETT, an eminent Chemiſt, late of Throg- 
morton Street, which it is ſaid, exactly reſembles 
the Powder of Dr. I Aus; for making of which 
he lately paid an heavy penalty. I have occa- 
ſionally uſed them all, in a variety of caſes, and 
with great ſucceſs for ſeveral years. 


It is a fortunate circumſtance ſor the por 
that we can get ſo good a ſubſtitute as either of 
the above; as the price of Dr. James's Powder 
oftentimes prevents their having that benefit 
which the nature of their complaints might re- 
quire. — But as the caſe now ſtands, they can 
ſuffer no injury from the want of ſo valuable a 
diſcovery, — indeed, there are many of the pro- 
feſſion who prefer one or other of the above to 
JamEs's Powder itſelf, particularly Dr. Corr kx, 
who gives the preference 40 Tartar Emetic.

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That Jamzs's Powder has done a great deal of 
harm, many will affert, and thoſe too of great mi- 
nence in the profeſſion.

— Such 
would do well to remember that it is a medicine 
which requires ſome degree of diſcretion in the 
ule of it. 


Some have even gone ſo far as to affert that 
feveral have fallen martyrs to the uſe of JAuks's 
Powder — if it was really the cafe, it muſt, I 
again repeat it, proceed from an improper and 
wantm uſe of it, and does not at all make again? 
the general utility of the medicine. — We might with 
as much propriety ſay that wine and brandy are 
Pei ſens, becauſe we ſee men daily dying a ſacrifice 
to a too free indulgente of them.

The ſame writer obſerves, “this Powder was 
given with mf ſucceſs when the patient was afflic- 
ted with viclent pain, or flupor, and often when the 
patient was delirious or comatoſe, or both: in which 
laßt ſtate after he had continued ſereral days, there 
were many inſtances of an apparent ſpeedy and ſa- 
lutary effect from this medicine; and it was re- 
marked that this ect was produced, whether the 
medicine evacuated by /icol, or ated only as an Al

terative; and it ſeemed unt to depend upon the 


benefit of any evacuation, but upon the ſpecific and 
febrifuge virtue of the Powder.” 


From the above. indiſputable authority, and

farther remedies are neceſſary to the cure of his 


patient: 
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patient: — indeed, it ſeems, as if Dr, James 


had left his ſecret with thoſe only that know how to 
uſe it. 


One great cauſe of the failure of ſucceſs in the 
uſe of [AuESs's Powder is frequently owing to its 
being adminiſtered t late. — I know many who 


never think of adminiſtering it but as a /aft thing, 


a dernier reſort, under the idea of “ anceps re- 
medium potius quam nullum : ' But the fact is, 
it ought to be given at fir; for, when a dileaſe 
is far advanced, from particular circumſtances, 
the Powder as an antimonial and relaxant, may be 
highly prejudicial, which, perhaps, in its firſt tage, 
was the mof? proper remedy.

che mind; ſo the cure of no diſeaſe, whether

acute, or chronic, ſhould be entruſted to any 
one particular remedy. It is in combining a 


number of powers to produce a deſired effect, 
that the ſkill of the phyſician is not only beſt 
diſtinguiſhed, but that his hopes of being at all 
ſerviceable can be reaſonably founded. Indeed, 
his judgment, his knowledge of diſeaſes, of the 
conſtitution, and of the functions of the human 
fabric, of chemiſtry, and of the materia medica, 


mult continually be exerted. Nor can any 


general rules for his conduct be eſtabliſhed, 


from which his judgment may not oblige him 
occaſionally to depart.” 


There is no medicine yet found out, which 
will, alone att as a ſpecific upon all occaſions. — 
Though I think JAuzs's Powder comes nearef 
to it of any yet known, in Fevers, and diſorders 
of the inflammatory type. 


Many are of opinion that IAuEs's Powder, 
and indeed all Antimonials, as relaxants, have a 
tendency to bring on putrid ſymptoms, in diſeaſes,

As Dr. KIRKLAND obſerves in his Medical 
Inquiry, © the Bady is a machine ſui generis, that 
can only be explained by its cen laws and princi- 
ples: hence the et of medicines, and cure 5 
diſeaſes are no way to be learned but by clinical 
practice: and as chſer vation teaches us how far and 
under what circumſtances this medicine may be defen- 
ded upon, we ſhall proceed with reſalution, and, in 
Cencral, obtain the ſalutary effects fo valuable a 
remedy deſerTes. 


Il do not pretend to any new mide of admini- 
fiering this truly valuable medicine; but with to

do away ſome unjuſt prejudices againſt it, and, of 
courſe, to enforce a more general uſe of it among 
praciitimers in the early fiage of diſeaſes ; as being

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The Stomach Cough, 


A DISEASE which occurs more frequently 
than is generally imagined, and which is often 
by miſtake treated for a cough upon the lungs, is 
caſily diſtinguiſhed by attention to the following 
circumftances : — Wherever a cough is owing to 
a fault of the lungs, the patient coughs whenever he 
inſpires: but, where it proceeds from the fault 
of the fiomach, he does nat. 


The cure of the Stomach-Cough conſiſts 
chiefly in cleanſing and ſtrengthening the ſtomach :

When the Prime Viz have been cleared from 
acidities and crudities by a due adminiſtration of 
Magnefia, as aboye recommended, the Bark and 
Tenics may be given with ſafety, to ſtrengthen 
the ſtomach and complete the cure.

A PHRENSY, or Hfammarien of the Brain, 
or of the Dura, and Pia-mater, is fometimes a 
primary, but more frequently a ſymptomatic diſeaſe.

When the Inflammation is ſeated in the Brain 
itſelf, the Pulſe is ſoft and low: but where the 


Integuments only are affected, the Pulſe is always 
hard. 


The diſeaſe may be known by a delirium and 
raving, attended with an acute, continual Fever.

An attention to theſe 
circumſtances, together with cool air, and refrige- 
rants, will bid fair to retieve the urgency of the 
ſymptoms.

In caſe of coſtiveneſs, where Clyſters cannot 


conveniently be adminiſtered, the following may 


he given to advantage.

All cuſtomary evacuations ſhould be promoted;

If the ſymptoms are urgent, the Blifter 
ſhould be made large enough to cover the whole 
Head ; at the ſame time Sinapiſms ſhould: be ap- 
plied to the Feet; and Bathing them ſhould noe 
de omitted, as it tends. very much to relieve the 
Head, and promote a Diaphorcſis: where it can be 
had, a warm Bath is preferable.

Dr. Fon dve obſerves, that we fhould not 
be too buſy with Opiates, as they are very fre- 
quently hurtful ; though under ſome circumſtan- 
ces they may be adviſeable.

Unfavourable ſymptoms are, if the Eryfipelas is 
large and deep, and affects any ſenſible part of the 


body: or if the red colour changes into a livid or 


black. 


Sometimes the Inflammation in Eryſipelas tends 
to ſuppuration ; in which caſe it is generally trou- 
bleſome, and ſometimes dangerous, according to 
the parts affected, and the urgency. of the ſymp- 
toms. Emollient, poultices are in general among

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At the fir/# attack of an Eryfipelas, IAuEs'sS

In the Eryſipelas in general, the diet ſhould be 
cooling, and the drink diluting, and every thing 
avoided which may heat or inflame the blood;

When the Eryſipelas leaves the Extremities, 
and ſeizes the Head, particular care ſhould be 
obſerved, that t᷑uo or even three ſtools ſhould be 
procured every day, that Bliſters be applied to the 
Neck, and Bathing and Cataplaſms to' the Feet.

At the fir/t attack of ihe diſeaſe, or, in its in- 
flammatiry Hate, Vomits, Laxatives, and volatile 
Anodyne Liniments to the abdomen will be found 
iingularty beneficial, together with the ufe of 
IXuEs's Powder, &c. in the following manner.

Some recommend bleeding in the carly ſtage 
of the complaint, or when the pain ſhifts to other 
parts, in conſequence of a ſuppoſed metaſtaſis. 
In plethoric conſtitutions, where the inflammatory. 
ſymptoms run high, bleeding may - be had recourſe 
to, and ſbmetimes repeated: but, let it be re- 

membered, that it requires the . caution.

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Emollient and Anadyne Clyſters ſhould be care- 
fully adminiſtered; as (it has been before ob- 
ſerved) they. relieve both by their warmth and 
quickneſs of operation. Large Blifers ſhould be 


applied to the Region of the Womb, and the patient's 
room ſhould be kept cool. 


If Diarrhea ſhould come on, Opiates, as the 
Philonium, &c. may be added to the preceding 
Formula, if neceflary. 


When the figns of Inflammation are abated or 
remit, the Bark ſhould be given at proper inter- 
vals. But if the diſeaſe ſhould acquire a nervous 
or putrid form, Wine, the Bark, Myrrh," Camphor 
and Acids ſhould be given as freely as the patient 


can bear them, with the occaſional affſtance of 
Opiates.

Where ſubſultus, tremor, and other urgent 
ſymptoms require it, Mut, in doſes of four, five 
or ten grains, or more may be added to the above 
at each time of giving it. In ſmall doſes MA 
has little, effect; from five to twenty grains may 
be given with expectation of ſucceſs. When the 
ſtomach will not bear either medicine or nouriſh- 


ment, the patient * be ſupported by Clyfers 
and Bark. 


Puerperal Fever is ſometimes miſtaken for 
after—pains ; and after—pains are ſometimes taken 
for Puerperal Fever, but the diftinftion is obvious 
for if the pains do not ſoon go off, but laſt to the 
fixth or ſeventh day, it is a diſeaſe, and not aſter- 
pains. Beſides, after-pains are mere fixed, and 
unattended with Fever. 


In thoſe inſtances of true Puerperal Fever, 
| which terminate fatally, the uſual appearance 
upon diſſection, are a Gangrene in the Omentum, or 


ſome of the Viſcera. 
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Recapitulation of the Whole. 

IN the int fate of Fever. emetic Tartar, or 
ſome other Emetic, ſhould be given in ſuch 
dofes as to vomit gentiy; and until the ſtrong action 
of the veflets abates, the Powder of Dr. Ads 
ſhould be given in ſuch manner as to keep the 
Secretions open. Should it not operate down- 
wards, ſome Laxative ſhould be added, in the 
manner hefore directed. As ſoon as the ſymp- 
toms will admit of it, the Peruvian Bark ſhould 
be given in as large doſes as the patient can bear, 
to prevent the diſeaſe from becoming neruous or 
putrid. In the ſecond fate of cent imd Fever, at- 

tended with debility, Ac. when called at the be-

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Obſervations on the general Operation 
of James's Powder. 


IN very ſmall doſes it afts as an Alterative, pro- 
motes inſen/ible perſpiration, and has a tendency to 
keep the body open.

If injudicicufly employed, it increaſes debility, 
or, in other words, diminiſhes the powers of the 
Vis Vite.

Bleeding is recommended in moſt Inflammations, 
but in thoſe of the uterus and peritoneum, and in 
all putrid Fevers, it is prejudicial, as it increaſes 
irritability. — In mixed internal Inflammations, as 
in Catarrhs, &c. bleeding is very uſeful and ne- 
ceſſary. But in all caſes the Pulſe will be our 
beſt and ſureſt guide. — In incipient Inflammations, 
| bleeding is more uſeful than at any future time. 


By taking a large quantity of blood in a ſhort 
time we produce a temporary weakneſs; by taking 
it lowly we produce a permanent weakneſs. Hence 
if taken quickly from a large orifice, it anſwers 
the intention of abating Inflammation equal to two 
ſmall bleedings. 


If the Pulſe is ſmall and hard, and the diſeaſe | 
of ſometime ſtanding, it is then preferable to bleed 
in ſmall quantities repeated ; but if the Pulſe be- 
comes ſmall and hard ſuddenly, then large bleeding, 
to take off the contraction of the Heart and Arteries 


are requiſite,

It is an obſervation, that we ſhould bleed 
only where the veſſels at firongly ; but in In- 
flammations of the Inteftines, if the patient can bear 
it, we ſhould bleed even ad deliguium. : 


Of Bliſters. 


BLISTERS may be employed in any period | 
of Fevers ; but they are of mo? advantage in their A 
advanced ſtate, when the action of the veſſels is | a 
weak. It is well known, that Bliſfers, by their 2 j 
evacuations, relax the ſpaſm of the internal veſſels, | 
and affect the neighbouring parts.
